While there are 
still some things that we need to fin­ 
ish in the shop we are about as ready 
for company as we are ever going to 
be. 
Not only are we marking the 
occasion of moving into our own 
building but we are also marking our 
tenth anniversary in Hamlin. 
We took over the operation of the 
Hamlin Herald on April I, 1960, and 
are quite proud of our ten years here. 
Hamlin has been good to us both as 
a newspaper and a business, but also 
as a family. 
We have made a great many 
changes in both our printing and of­ 
fice supply business as well as our 
newspaper during these ten years, 
and we hope that we are performing 
a service that the people of Hamlin 
can be proud of. 
While we hear a number of people 
singing the blues about Hamlin and 
other small towns because of the lack 
of industry moving in, we can look 
around us and see a number oi 
changes that have been made during 
the past ten years that indicate that, 
to us at least, Hamlin is far from 
dead. 
While there have been no major 
industries moving in, there have 
been a lot of smaller operations that 
have started during these past ten 
years. While they seem to go unno­ 
ticed, they have added a great deal 
to our economy. 
Nearly all of the oil field con­ 
struction firms and suppliers that 
are here now were not in existence 
ten years ago; we have two CPA's 
here now where we had none IO years 
ago. A large number of truckers 
operate out of here now due to Cel- 
otexthat were either smaller or non 
existent ten years ago. Also, there 
are a number of agri-businesses 
firms in operation now. 
We have anew school, a nursing 
home and new church buildings that 
have been built during the past ten 
years. On top of this, we have had 
a large number of businesses that 
have changed hands and expanded 
their operations during this time. 
Remodeling of many existing busi­ 
nesses has taken place also. 
So that while we agree that it 
would be nice to have industry come 
to town, and want to help in anyway 
possible to get them, we are proud 
of Hamlin and feel that it has pro­ 
gressed more than most people rea­ 
lize. 
We know that we are glad that 
we moved here ten years ago and feel 
that we have made every effort to 
progress with the town. 
So, if you have time Saturday, 
please drop by and visit with us. 
This will probably be the last time 
the place will ever be clean enough 
to show off, so you need to come 
Saturday.

They moved to 
ones County in 1903 and lived 
at Funston a year before mov­ 
ing to the T Diamond Ranch 
three miles north of Ham­ 
lin. They had to go to Stam­ 
ford to shop before Hamlin 
came into being. 
They had 
four sons and three daugh­ 
ters. 
He said 
the country was 
thinly settled and the first 
man with whom he became 
acquainted was Uncle George 
- Barnett who lived West of 
Hamlin. 
He cut and hauled wood off 
of the Uncle Jerry Waggoner 
homestead. 
In 1906 
he saw the first 
train, the Orient, come into 
Hamlin. 
Feb. 17, 1945 he was mar­ 
ried 
to the 
former 
Viola 
Rumfield. They were owners 
of a laundry for a time. He 
has been a farmer and was 
an employee of the Highway 
Department for l l years. 
While growing up, Shipman 
remembers, his family har­ 
vested 
their wheat with a 
cradle and tied it in bundles 
with wheat straw. When it 
dried they laid it on a sheet 
and beat it out with a paddle. 
It was later taken to a water 
operated mill near Glen Rose 


then sifted the bran out and 
biscuits were made with the 
flour. 
In those days, he said, the 
cotton planter was unknown 
to his family and his father 
and the children planted the 
seeds by hand. 
He said his 
father dampened the cotton 
seed and rolled them in ashes. 
Then the children would drop 
the seeds into carefully laid 
rows and cover them with a 
lizard (a forked tree limb). 
They broke their own sad­ 
dle horses. 
The family went to church 
at Prairie Spring in a wagon 
over rough country roads. The 
children went barefoot, he 
said. 
Later, the neighbors banded 
together and built a church 
a t Duffo. He recalls that he 
and another boy hauled the 
lumber from Hico with yoke 
steers and the older men of 
the church built the building. 
Three Indians joined the 
church and were regular in 
attendance. 
He 
remembers 
thai the Indian boy led the 
way, the man followed and 
the woman 
walked in the 
back. 
Mr. Shipman joined 
the church at the age of 20. 
He went back to Duffo 40 
years later and the church 
was gone and 
trees stood 
where the church had been. 
He has watched Hamlin 
grow from 
the early 
day 
townsite dotted with tents 
and shacks with no conven­ 
iences to the modem city of 
today. 
He 
watched 
the 
changes 
as the town pro­ 
gressed with paved streets, 
electricity, gas and telephones.

Economics Education Staff of the U. S. Office of Education took the lead in 
forming this national organization to provide an opportunity for all home 
economics clubs to combine efforts in working together on improved home and 
family living on a national scale. 


Kentucky was the first State Association to affiliate with the national organi­ 
zation. By the end of the first year, membership had almost doubled and national 
offices had been moved into the U. S. Office of Education. 


Future Homemakers of America begin their twenty-fifth year with 604,000 
members in 12,000 local high school chapters. The record shows affiliated associa­ 
tions in all 50 States, the District of Columbia, Puerto Rico, and The Virgin 
Islands—-and affiliated chapters in American Schools located in Germany, Japan, 
Iran, and The Canal Zone.

Sale of The Hamlin Herald to 
Roy Craig, publisher of The Stam­ 
ford American, and son, Bob Craig, 
was consummated Wednesday and 
announced by Willard Jones, since 
1946 publisher of the newspaper. 
Sale of the Herald closes a 
newspaper career for Jones that be­ 
gan in 1917 when he began work as 
a printer's devil on The Wise County 
M essenger at Decatur. He became 
half owner of The Wise County M es­ 
senger in 1924. Selling that interest 
in 1927, he went to The Lufkin Daily 
News in 1927. Then in 1929 he and a 
double cousin, Jake Smyth (now of 
The Liberty Vindicator) bought The 
Snyder News. In 1931 they consoli­ 
dated with The Scurry County Tim es 
of Snyder. Jones purchased Smyth's 
interest in 1940 to become sole owner. 
He sold the Snyder paper in 1950 af­ 
ter making it a sem i-w eekly two 
years previously, and announcing 
plans for publishing a daily. He sold 
to the Harte-Hanks interests of San 
Angelo and Abilene. 
In 1946 Jones and his brother- 
in-law, If. G. Lackey, purchased 
The Herald, The Haskell Free P ress 
and The Texas Spur at Spur. June 
Jones, son of the present publisher 
and wife, operated The Herald until 
1957, when the son moved to Abilene 
to establish a com m ercial printing 
business.
